Woodbridge, where our
State Asylam is loeated, is a neat lLittle
village abont twelve miles abovae stook-
ton, on the old Stockton aod Sacrameuto
rond; it is two miles from Lodi, a amail
town on the line of the C. P. R. R,
enlled Lodi station. This is also the
atation for Woodbridge. The aaylnm is
4 part of the town of Woodbridge, Thera
are several Slue stores, two hotels two
saloons, flowering mill, postoffice, tele-
graph office and all the etes, of n liva
American town, The ipsane in the
asylum at present nomber eighty-one,
piveteen of whom are females, Iw
maongement is uoder the direction of
Dr. Langdon. It is surrounded by benu-
tifal shade trees. The grounds em-
braee n large inclosurs interspersed with
shade trees, where the patients promen-
ade, exercise and amuss themselves an
faocy dircots—such as are safe to be at
liberty, The male and female depart-
ment are eutirely sepurated, even the
doetors have to gain admitaues through
the matron when visiting female pa-
tients. 'The arrangment of the bailding
is good and well conducted under Saper-
intendens, Willinm Gravau, Loside
the rooms are & model of neatnesa nnd
everything seema to ba condocted with a
view to make 8 inmates comfortable.
It does not present the somber nppear-
apes itd nawe wonld indieate; it 15 a bet-
ter home than is the lot of the majority
of families to enjoy. The supplies turn-
ished the asylum are of such a quality as
would satisly most families. 1 saw meal
aent from the buteher's atall for the day's
nse; it wad u good avernga of Califoruia
beef, The sleeping and bath comforts
are unobjestionabla—even beantifal tlow-
ers ure caltivated and cared for in tho
rOOInH,

The principal physician is De. Lang-
don, nesisted by Dr. Trafton. These
gentlemen have a good reputation for
ability. Misa L. E. Vavee, the Matron
of the lndica’ department, i3 well qaali-
fied for her piacs, The asylum is an
orderly nod well regulated establish-
ment.

I will atats how this asylum is man-
aged fionncially.  In the first pince, the
premises with all its improvemesnts be-
long to the physiciuus. They take the
innane of our State and provide for their
board, clotbing, medicine sud wedienl
attendancs for seven dollars per week.
This also includes burial expenass—ont
of this sum all expenses ara paid. The
nsylnm is exclusively for the nss of Ne-
vada, and its proprietors ars responsible
to the Board, composed of the Governor,
Secretary of Stute and Controller, for the
insane or our State, The state of the
patients in the asyluom varies from the
dangerous manine to the simplest forms
of insanity.

THE FENIANS' ESCAPE

What a Viergintan aid  towards
Secaring the Liberty of the
Fenian Prisoners

From the Virginis Chroniele.)

Abont one vear ago John J. Breslin, of
New York, Thomas Desmond, of San
Francisco, Thomaa Breooan, of New
York, and Jobn Kiong, of Aunstralia, wore
selected by the Irish Nationalist Society,
to ¢ffect the liberation of certain Fonisn
prisoners confioed at Fremantle for al-
leged erimes agminst the Eaglish Gov-
eroment. That the escape wis efféond
in but too well known to the English an-
thorities, but how it was cffectod js best
told by Thomnas Desmond, one of the
* Committee of Escape, " who arrived in
Virgivia this morning. Mr. Desmonid
was selsoted by agresidont of Virginia City
for the perilons undertakiog, aod
jndging from his manner and his modest
atory, noy one who listens to him can but
be impressed by a sentiment of respect
forthe intelligonce of the man who seject-
ed him.

The story of the escape, s reluted by
Mr. Desmond to n Chronicle represents-
tive to-dny, is as follows: The prisoners
were commuoicated with throngh a man
named Foley. n then recently.discharged
prisoner remding at Fremantle, and post-
ed io regurd to what they shonld each
nod every one of them do to effect the s-
cape of ull.  Everything being in readi-
ness, on the 17th of April last the men
were (uietly got together about 8:15 A.
M., nod driven from Fresmaotle to Rook-
inghnm, u distanes of 22 miles, and ar-
rived al the latter place ut 1030, They
immediately embarked in o whale-boat,
hoisted anil and, “*sa'led the seas over'
in search of the Catalps, the vesarl
which bud been ‘purchused by the Com-
mittea of the Natioualists and embarked
on an ostensible whaliog oruise.  After
aailing a fow hours the mast broks and
the men wera left on the open sea all
night, The Georgette, n oconating
steamer, had been chartersd by the au-
thorities to start in pursuit of the run-
awnyn, and the regulur police boat was
started in pursuit also, The prisoners,
alter drifting around all night on the
bosom of s stormy sea, saw on the morn-
ing of the 18tk of April two vesssls in
the offiog, one of which was (he
Georgette, the other the Catalps. In
order that they should not be observed it
Was Decessnry to keep st least six miles
from the Georgette, whioh they gdid.
About 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the
18th they descried the police bost in
parauit, and then ensusd & race for lib-
orty, the like of which had never befors
been witnessed in that locslity, The
Feninns reached the Oataips  about
twanty yards ahead of the police boat,
The Captain of the  police boat then re-
turned to Fromantle and reported that
tho prisoners hud esonpad,  When the
escupnd Feninns arrived on board the
Citalpa they lenrned that the Georgetie
had been nlongside, and that the Govern-
ur of the prison at Fremantle had made
inquiries for them, On the morning of
the 10th the Georgetts came alongside
the Catalpa for the second time,
and the Governor of the
Fremantle prison demanded the prison-
ers.  Cuptain Aotbony, commander of
the Catalpa, replied that there were no
rrisoners on bonrd. The Governor said,

“Yon are deceiving mo. I oan see them
now. [ have teiegeaphod to yonr Goy-

eroment, and yon are amenable to En-

glish laws.”" [The telegraph cable huv-

ing been cut by Breslin on the night of

the 16th, the prisoners knew vory well

that this wns untrne.—Rep. | The Gov-

ernor continued: **I will give you fftesn

winntes in which to surrender thess

prisoners.
